When in 
a@iMoulties should we not sirive for 
united effort and sane direction of af- 
fairs? Those who preach divisions 
amongst the people are not working 
for the good of the people or the 
state, but for special advantages at 
the expense of the people and the 
state. 

“Hon. Mr. Crerar calls his party 
national and progressive. I challenge 
this on two grounds,” said Mr. Oliver; 
“It is not national end i is not pro- 
greemive. Rather is it reactionary and 
sectional. In contrast, Liberalism is 
national and progressive, applicable to 
all people, jealous of the nights of the 
individual but recognizing that a union 
of che individuals within the nation is 
necessary to achieve justice, prugress 
and success.” 

“Liberalism and Liberal principles 
@re attacked more by Hon. Mr. Crerar 
and Mr. Wood than are Conservative 
principies. And why not? Because 
Laberalism is more oposed to the doc- 
trines they preach than is Toryism.

Making Low Tariff Voters 
Help a High Tariff Government. 


The Regina Leader recalls that 
at the convention of the United 
Grain Growers in Saskatoon in 
1920, Hon. Geo. Langley pointed | 
out to the assembled delegates | 
that the program drawn up by the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture 
did not propose to eliminate the 
protectionist feature from the tar- | 
iff. It did propose that a stated 
list of articles should be added to 
the free list; and that another 
stated list of articles should be 
admitted to lower rates of cus- 
toms duties. But as to the whole 
remaining list of commodities pur- 
chased or purchaseable outside 
Canada it said nothing. It was 
left to the individual judgment of 
supporters of the program to hold 
what views they pleased as to the 
necessity or advisability of pro- 
tection in respect to the tariff gen- 
erally. 

Despite the fact that the omis- 
sion was called to the attention of 
the delegates in this way, and by 
a spokesinan of Mr. Langley’s 
prominende, the Connei! of Agri- 
euture has not amended its pro- 
gram in that respect, and has ap-, 
parently not been asked to do so. 
That program is the political plat- 
form of the Progressive party. It 
is the profession of faith on which | 
the party candidates are appealing | 
for support, and the only doe 
mentary pledge that is held by | 
the members of the party or by | 
the public as to what course the | 
Progressive parliamentary .con- 
tingent will follow in fiscal mat- 
ters. - 

There is no manner of doubt 
that the Progressives in the vast 
majority of cases think they are 
supporting a low tariff party. 
They have been given to suppose | 
that it stands for a more radical | 
downward revision of the tariff | 
than the Liberals have pledged | 
themselves to. That is the lever- 
age the party leaders are using to 
pry low-tariff voters away from 
Liberal candidates and induce 
them to support Progressive nomi- 
nees. And there can be no doubt 
that it has been used to some ef- 
fect. There can be no question 
that there are more ex-Liberals in 
the Progressive ranks than ex-Con-

This somewhat startling presen- 
tation of the facts establishes at 
least a seeming consistency in the 
attempt of Mr. Crerar to defeat 
Liberal candidates by splitting the 
low tariff vote, The Liberal party 
stands frankly pledged to low tar- 
iff. The Progressive party does 
not. The Progressive party is be- 
ing used to divide the low tariff 
voters in upwards of 140 constitu- 
encies in Canada. It is thereby 
functioning to give Government 
nominees a chance to get elected 
where they could not possibly get 
elected otherwise and is helping 
the Government to win in the 
most effective way open to it. Is 
there any connection between the 
fact that the Progressive party is 
being used to re-elect a  protec- 
tionist Governinent and the fact 
that the Progressive party is not 
pledged to tow tariff, nor even to 
oppose a high tariff except on a 
stated list of commodities? 

The man who defeated the revi- 
procity agreement ten years ago 
was not Sir Robert Borden. It 
was Sir Clifford Sifton. The 
voice was the voice of Sir Robert 
but the hand was the hand of Sir 
Clifford. He was the driving and

protectionist campaign. He’ it 
was who swung Ontario against 
reciprocity to the tune of seventy- 
two seats out of eighty-four. Sir 
Clifford has not-changed his tar- 
iff views so far as known. And 
it was the Winnipeg newspaper 
of-Sir Clifford that put the Pro- 
gressive party into the field to de- 
feat. Liberal candidates at this 
election, with the ery that it was 
time for a ‘‘new orientation’’ in 
politics. This time the voice is 
the voice of Crerar; but the hand 
looks very like the saue oné.that 
‘‘dished” the low tariff cause ten 
years ago. te 

In politics actions speak louder 
than werds, By their actions Mr. 
Crerar on the platform and Sir 
Clifford Sifton through his news- 
paper are doing what is in them 
to defeat the party that stands 
pledged to low tariff, and to re- 
elect a Government that stands 
squarely for protection and plenty 
of it; and they are using as their 
instrument a party from whose 
platfoym there has been carefully 
excluded any pronouncement on 
the tariff question save in respect 
to a specified number of articles 
Is Sir Clifford the man behind the 
Progressive party; again, as he 
did ten years ago, engineering a 
flank attack on the Liberal party 
for the defeat of' the low tariff 
cause and the consolidation of pro- 
tection? 

By direct appeal Western low- 
tariff voters could not be got to 
support the Government. If they 
were allowed to poll their votes 
solidly for Liberal candidates the 
Government would te beaten he- 
yond a doubt. Mr. Crerar, with 
the help cf Sir Clifford’s news- 
paper, is dividing them into two 
hostile camps and wasting their 
strength in a fratricidal war, while 
the protectionist Government gets 
the benefit. There are here all 
the surface indications of a gigan- 
tie conspiracy to make low-tariff 
voters help re-elect a protection- 
ist Government—by rounding 
them up in a supposedly low-tariff 
party whose platform leaves its 
nominees free to do as they please, 
or a8 they are told, once they get 
elected,
